WHO KNOWS 
by R. S. Mack 


Years ago, before many of you readers were 
born, I use to listen to the opening words of The 
Shadow: “Who knows what evil lurks in the hearts 
of men...”. 

It is getting that way today with our pit fowl. 
Some old professionals say that we are getting 
very low on the true, dead game blood. They site 
many sound reasons; No more Welch Mains; No 
peg awl derbies; Less mains; Less ’small time coc- 
kers’ who fight six’ to 15 cocks all season until 
either the fowl, or the season, comes to an end. 
Yet many cockers today will say, “Who needs 
them?! Such events are slow, or cruel, or both. I 
want it fast, quick, and get the cash. The dough is 
what it is all about!” Perhaps that is why another 
group of cockers, who truly love their sport and 
fowl, recommend we should have 50 and 100 dollar 
derbies and bet only ten bucks in the center. 

Before some of you ‘youngsters’ roll on the floor 
laughing, I will state the idea is neither new, nor 
only a dream. Forty years ago the most exclusive 
pit ever in operation had a similar rule. Derbies 
were from $75. to $300.; and on the bottom of your 
personal membership card (along with your pic- 
ture) was a sentence; “A min. bet of ten dollars is 
required in the center whether it be a derby fight 
or hack.” Seated side by side might be a millio- 
nare, small time cocker, a pro up from the circuit, 
and, among the crowd could be found, several big 
bettors. The owner and great sportsman of the pit 
had, as its manager Eddie Rodger. A better run, 
cleaner, no nonsense pit you will never find. The 
referees were knowledgable, fair, but walking 
gods. Their word was LAW. Most derbies were in 
114"; a few in “long heels" (11⁄2”); and a very rare 
runner brought the house down on it, handler, 
and owner, with humorous barbs. It saddens me 
to think of all the members who are deceased. 

Today the money boys believe in what Dick 
Dorsey and Bob McGarrity said decades ago. “A 
cock or stag has only one fight in which it is 100% 
for that season. Every battle after that its 
maximum percentage decreases.” However, they 
were speaking of dead game fowl!! Many dunghills 
today are sensational in their initial battle. But 
just try to win 3, or 4 times in one season! I have 
seen “noted” ‘breeds’ win quick, didn’t appear to 
be touched, were placed in big fly pens, and when 
brought back 3 weeks later for pointing, went 
UNDER HACK in the stalls! They knew what was 
ahead of them. 

I know an Irishman, who we shall call Pat, that 
in a few minutes around a bird, tell you ‘it will 
quit’; or, ‘nothing will make this one run’. Before 
the editor’s head is requested for printing this, 
permit me the courtesy to finish. I do not claim 
Pat will go up and down rows of pens or strings 
and judge each. However, should he say, in a tact- 
ful way, “..be careful of this one...(or) I do not trust 
this bird for he won’t take the cutting”; please do 
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not bet your house on it to prove him wrong! Your 
loved ones will be without food or shelter. How 
he does it I do not know. Yet he has done it so 
often, as a cocker is heeling-up, and been correct, 
that his close pals take it for granted. What is, to 
me, a true puzzle, is Pat will tell you a bird, which 
seems only seconds from leaving the pit, is О.К. 
And, it does stay & fights! 

Now, friends, for the killer! This is a TRUE 
story. Only the names have been changed to pro- 
tect the guilty and the innocent. A cock called, 
“Potomac”, so bred-in-the-purple that it would 
make the progeny of Native Dancer jealous, came 
into the hands—through close friendshp—of a real 
cocker we shall call Joe. The ace was 4, and had 
won in a very prestigeous derby as a stag, plus 
two big mains. He also had proven itself as an 
outstanding sire, having been first placed in a 
brood pen when only a stag because the breeder's 
son (lets call him Billy) was so high on the bird. 
As a chick it was first to the boy's call. It was 
something to see. 

About a month after Potomac came to Joe, the 
cocker, along with his 2 partners, were selecting 
cocks for a big derby. Realizing he had never seen 
Potomac make 1 fly, Joe told his partners he'd 
show them..*.a real ace.” The bird indeed lived 
up to its reputation by out classing its foe. One of 
the other men went out and returned with a cock 
over a pound heavier. Nevertheless, Potomac was 
better. While it was trying to catch its breath, the 
other man brought in a recent winning grey ace. 
In less than a dozen flys, Potomac took off!! Joe 
was stunned. The partners chided him for believ- 
ing any 'gift could be the equal of fowl for which 
they had paid handsome amounts. Being a true 
cocker, he refused to kill the bird until it had been 
Shown to the noted breeder. Meanwhile, every 
day, Joe would bring a different bird to the fallen 
angel's stall only to see it turn and walk away. It 
never ‘sang’ nor did it show the white feather; but 
it seemed to turn in disgust. 

Three weeks later, at the request of Joe, the 
breeder of Potomac, Billy and Pat, the mystic who 
you think is a figment of my imagination, arrived 
at Joe's. The 3 were in disbelief upon seeing the 
once great ace's actions. Sadly the breeder said, 
*Go ahead and axe him, I'm very sorry. You know 
T'd never give such a bird away, Joe." “And I know 
you have the gamest cocks on this earth! You 
wouldn't have believed me unless you saw this in 
person. Now let's go in and have a few drinks and 
dinner." All left but Pat, who studied the bird 
carefully. I heard him speaking softly, while he 
moved a hand to and then away from the stall. 
“Pat!” called Joe, “I said drinks!” We all laughed 
as the Irishman turned to join the group. 

The next morning, after breakfast, as in- 
Structed by Joe, we went among the 200 pens to 
*select something to spar and, if you like it, take 
it home. Just stay out of the brood pens. My hens 
are laying." Gee, but he has some gorgeous fowl! 
We all met back at the cockhouse and soon were 
sparring the birds. After 3, or 4 pairs, I looked out 
the window and noticed Billy and Pat were in front 
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of Potomac’s small stall. Dreamers!! I thought; 
while Billy took the bird out, stroked it, and gave 
it several flys, Pat talked. About 20 minutes later 
Potomac came into the cockhouse with his 2 pals. 
The very place were it had tried to flee just two 
weeks before. 

“Why not spar this one Joe?” asked Pat. 

The breeder looked embarrassed as the fel- 
lows chided Pat while casting ridicule on 
Potomac. All, that is, but Joe. He merely shook his 
head slightly, trying to tell his good friend, without 
a word spoken, do not try it. The bird is rank and 
you will bring more shame on both the breeder 
and yourself. Nevertheless, Pat gave Joe a wink. 
That wink, while Pat is in a pit, has won a ton of 
dough for friends while others gave big odds that 
it was no contest. 

A partner of Joe’s ran out to fetch a cock. It 
had won at 6:00 only a week ago. Potomac was, at 
best, only 4:12. The partners are not true cockers, 
that is for sure. 

“Put down that piece of trash and see what a 
greyhound it is, Billy!” 

The boy refused. “Bill them first, please.” The 
kid was born with class. They did, and when re- 
leased Potomac topped the much larger foe 3 
times, then sent it sprawling. Billy picked up his 
feathered friend. 


“Leave him down! Leave ’im down!” yelled one 
of the partners. “No need to do it. Potomac just 
killed it, if they had been wearing heels.” replied 
Pat calmly. The 2 partners each went out and re- 
turned with 2 large cocks. But again Potomac was 
the better bird.

MYCOPLASMA GALLISEPTICUM 
(MG) or (CRD)

This disease is caused by an organism of the 
same name as the disease. The organism is easily 
destroyed by sanitizers, disinfectants and sun- 
light. Several antibiotics are helpful in treatment 
of the disease. 

The symptoms of the disease are sticky, serious 
exudate from nostrils, foamy exudate in eyes and 
swollen sinuses. Respiratory rales (rattle)— 
sneeze—flip head. Yellow (bright) and cheesy exu- 
date in air sacs. Chickens with the disease without 
any complications may not show any outward 
symptoms. A blood test especially of your breed- 
ers is best form of diagnosis. 

Prevention ofthis disease is best controlled by 
use of the tomahawk—words from the “Chief”, my 
dad. Blood test all your breeders to be sure they 
are free of the disease. Practice strict isolation of 
your brood pens and keep out all visitors. Tylan 
plus vitamins (2 grams per gallon for 5 days) in 
drinking water at start of breeding season is good. 
Also use of Egg Formula Terramycin as directed. 
Dipping hatching eggs in Germex. Tylan plus vita- 
mins in drinking water of chicks at 1 day and again 
at 4 weeks is also helpful. Chickens may be vacci- 
nated at three weeks of age or older (breeders 
before they start into egg production) and for best 
results, a second vaccination 4 weeks later (1⁄2 cc 
under loose skin in back of the neck). Salsbury's 
vaccine for this disease (MG-Bac) is very expen- 
sive (retail price about $165.00). I do not stock it 
due to this, but can special order it with delivery 
in 7 to 10 days from date you place the order. The 
price is for 1000 doses. That is the smallest size 
available. 

Treatment for this disease: As 1 mentioned ear- 
lier, several antibiotics are helpful—bacitracin, 
erythromycin (Gallimycin), tetracycline, tylosin 
(Tylan 50 or 200 or Tylan plus vitamins), spec- 
tinomycin, and lincomycin. Best results appear to 
be from use of the last three. I do not stock all of 
these, but can obtain them. The last two are the 
most expensive. 

My writings on these diseases are not those of 
a poultry Pathologist or a person with any particu- 
lar specialty in veterinary medicine, but just those 
of a rooster fighter who has had a lot of exposure 
to people who do know. I hope they will be helpful.

Experience has, and always will be, the best 
teacher, and this hobby of cockfighting is no ex- 
ception by any means. 

Most beginners get “snagged” on the many 
short-cuts or fast-ways to get a gamecock into fight- 
ing shape, and must try every one on the market 
before he finally learns that it takes 365 days out 
of each year of proper care to establish this goal. 
One must have strong, healthy roosters to start 
with when the fighting season starts, and every 
day care is the only way that this can happen. 

I'm in no position to “knock” any of the adver- 
tisers that boldly claim that his product is all that 
is needed to win in the majors with, however, all 
successful cockers will vouch that there are in- 
deed no such thing as “instant condition” at the 
pit side. 

The sooner you learn this, the more successful 
cocker you will become ina shorter period oftime. 
I’ve witnessed scores of cockers over the years 
who tried drugs and stimulates on their roosters 
at heeling time, only to lose the majority of fights 
each time this was applied. (no exceptions) 

Believe me, there are no short-cuts when it 
comes to healthy roosters, and healthy roosters 
are the only answer for winning in strong compet- 
ition. 

One cocker who fought cocks here in our Ok- 
lahoma pits many years ago was known to “shoot” 
each of his roosters with a needle just before he 
entered the pit to bill each up for battle. 

We cockers, who knew that this was going on, 
each time we met him as an opponent, would 
“stall” a few minutes after we both had entered 
the pit for “time”. This would cause the doped 
rooster’s eyes to dilate to the point that blindness 
would occur temperary, and we would catch his 
rooster (our rooster would) on the score line, and 
most of the time that was all that was needed for 
a fast win. 

Our “stalling” was done by re-weighing both 
roosters, rechecking band numbers, inspecting 
heels, etc. (Just four or five minutes was all it took)

After this dry and hot part of the season, I’m 
sure many of you have experienced traveling your 
roosters to a far distance pit, and the direct cause 
of their not winning up to your expectations was 
the trip. 

Once your roosters get too hot while traveling, 
and go through a “sweat,” your chances of winning 
the majority of fights are always small. 

Therefore, the distance to the pit should be 
weighed out, and the route planned that supplies 
the smoothest ride, as well as the closest. Also the 
time involved of actual travel. Also their last feed- 
ing, weighin time considered, as well as the ap- 
proximately time of your first fight called. 

All these things mentioned are important and 
should be applied in order to get on the winning 
ledger. Much precaution should also be taken to 
avoid drafts, fumes from car, rough roads as well 
as unnecessary stops enroute to the pit. 

Should we have a choice of transporting our 
fighting cocks several hundred miles, my choice 
would be to fly them by plane as they would never 
realize that they had even left home should all 
connections work out as planned. 

However, air-conditioned station wagons with 
a big firm box spring mattress that fits the entire 
back end for your carrying cases to be placed on 
is a good way to have them. The mattress makes 
the ride much easier on the roosters as it absorbs 
the shock from hard bumps, that in turn, takes 
energy from your roosters that strain to balance 
themselves. 

While traveling in hot weather enroute to the 
pit, keep temperature between 65 and 70 degrees, 
as they seem to be more at ease at this tempera- 
ture than any other and will not go through the 
“sweat” mentioned. All my articles are written for 
the majority of cockers that are middle classed, 
working folks as I am, otherwise I would suggest 
to use what the wealthy cockers have—a jet liner 
(cockhouse on wheels) all self-contained. 

Mr. Wortham used one for all of his Florida 
trips while working for Mr. Hulsey and Mr. Walton, 
which was indeed, the deluxe way to go. However, 
money was of no concern for them. (We Po Folks 
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have to get them there the best way we can afford.) 

My advice to you'who are new in this fine sport, 
is to visit the rooster plants of leading cockers 
around your location who will let you work around 
his place only for the knowledge you can absorb 
by being around him with his chores, pen building, 
etc. (It’s surprising what you can learn.) 

I’m sure that there are a few around that will 
help a lad learn the correct knowledge about the 
basic things that one must know to be a competi- 
tive cocker. 

My wish is, that we have more “Henry Findleys” 
around, yes, dedicated cockers that are willing to 
share their success with the beginners, which are 
the cockers of tomorrow...and thats for sure. 

As you know, I have tried over many years in 
my articles to write my honest opinions, hoping 
they will help those who are seeking helpful infor- 
mation concerning their gamefowl. This magazine 
will publish your articles should they be of helpful 
material for the betterment of our sport. I’m sure 
many are turned down due to “back-biting”, hear- 
say, and some “nonsense” that was dreamed up to 
try and “side track” beginners from the real truth 
only for competitive reasons. 

This we certainly do not need, as beginners 
are confused enough already, learning all the 
many phases of our sport in a short period of time 
to be able to compete. 

It takes much time and thought to write 
monthly articles of interest, and I try and do just 
that with a variety of different subjects that hope- 
fully will interest all readers in some ways. 

Over the years I have read many informative 
articles written by cockers that wanted to help 
others with their gamefowl.

Question— 

My chicks that are hatching from the incubator 
are having a hard time getting out of the egg and 
a bunch of them have deformed toes and legs. 
Answer— 

Your problem is low humidity. Get a plastic 
spray bottle and fill it with luke warm water. On 
the 18th, 19th and 20th days, spray the eggs both 
morning and evening. This will soften the shell 
and membrane so the chicks can get out easier. 
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Question— 

My roosters apparently have brittle bones as 
they will break a leg very easily and also shell 
spurs easily. Is it something I am feeding them? 
Answer— 

The problem is what you are not feeding them. 
Calcium is required for strong bones and spurs. 
However, Calcium cannot be utilized by the bird 
unless his system contains an adequate supply of 
Vitamin D. Oyster shel] contains the Calcium a 
chicken needs, so put a can of Oyster Shell in each 
coop. Also give сс of Vitamin A, D & E every 
three weeks or put A, D & E powder in their water 
twice a week. 


Question— 

What makes a hen start laying eggs and how 
long will she lay? 
Answer— 

Hens start to lay as the days get longer as light 
is what stimulates the Pituatary Gland to send a 
signal to the ovary to drop an egg yolk into the 
oviduct. If you leave the eggs in her nest, she will 
lay about 12 to 15 eggs and then start setting. How- 
ever, if you put a couple plastic eggs in the nest 
and take out the real eggs as she lays them, then 
she should lay for months! 


Question— 

What is the lowest temperature an egg can 
withstand and still hatch? 
Answer— 

The proper temperature for storage of hatch- 
ing eggs is between 55 and 60 degrees. The eggs 
should not be kept in the refrigerator and they 
should not be allowed to freeze. The longer the 
eggs are stored, the less likely they are to hatch. 
It is not a good idea to store eggs more than seven 
days, however, the eggs will stay good longer if 
you wrap each individual egg in a plastic wrap 
like Saran Wrap which is available in your local 
Grocery Store! With this wrap around them and 
kept at about 55 degrees, they may stay good for 
two to three weeks. 


Question— 

Iraise only 40 to 50 chickens and it seems like 
a waste of money to have to buy Pox Vaccine in 
500 doses. Can't they make it in smaller doses? 
Answer— 

If the manufacturers had their way, all vac- 
cines would be in 10,000 dose sizes and the reason 
is that the cost of making the vaccine is in the 
containers and not in the vaccine itself. However, 
you can cut the vaccine in half and save the other 
half until later. 

Be careful to use steril containers to mix the 
vaccine in. You should boil the container for 
twenty minutes, then put % the powder and : ће 
liquid into the steril glass. Put the unmixed por- 
tions back in the refrigerator. Once you mix the 
vaccine it should be used in a couple of hours. 
This procedure can be done with most vaccines, 
be sure all your equipment is steril.

Last April, I sent a pair of my old inbred Lacy 
Roundheads to an old friend in Canada. This gent- 
leman (one of Quebec’s finest cockers) had used 
my Lacy’s for crosses, for a long time. The hen I 
sent was a beautiful specimen and a proven hen, 
who produced excellent fowl in the past for me. 
The stag was out of a full sister to the hen, and 
for a time, I thought he was going to be a spangle 
until he matured as a black breasted red. 

The hen had spent the winter as a companion 
to a White Hatch Cock. They were together. How- 
ever, I was not saving any of their eggs. When my 
friends request came, I replaced the White Hatch 
cock with a three year old Lacy cock, her mate in 
the 1986 brood yard (and a first cousin). She laid 
a few eggs which I used in the kitchen. The old 
timer (like me) discards the first seven eggs when 
hen is placed under a new cock. Modern cockers 
say discarding the first three eggs is sufficient. 
However, there are exceptions to every man made 
rule, as mother nature goes and does as Mother 
Nature pleases. A couple of days before I shipped 
the hen, I put her in with her nephew to let them 
get used to each other. 

Well, you can imagine my surprise when I re- 
ceived a letter from Canada with pictures. One of 
the pictures showed the hen with eighteen chicks, 
nine reds and nine whites. My friend was really 
pleased to get 9 White Lacy Roundheads. How- 
ever, as I studied the picture with a magnifying 
glass, they looked more like White Hatch to me. I 
have tried for over twenty five years to get a White 
Lacy, and as of this day, never had the first to 
hatch. 

I feel that if some unknown white ancestor 
bloodlines were put into these Lacy fowl before 
1940 ( and I know Judge Lacy made many excellent 
battle crosses) and the Spangles are evidence that 
white blood is present, that one or two whites 
would have shown up over the years. Not nine 
whites out of eighteen eggs that hatched. 

This had led to some extensive thought on my 
part and here are my conclusions. 

I know that the three Lacy's involved are very 
closely related, and extremely inbred. I also know 
that I have never added any new blood. I also know 
that fertility is about fifty per cent and the hatch- 
ing of chicks is around forty percent (these Lacys 
have been inbred over 45 years.) So when my 
friend said he hatched 18 chicks out of 20 eggs, I 
felt something is wrong, as none of my inbred 
families, White Hatch, Biloxi Hatch and Lacy 
Roundheads ever produced that number of chicks 
out of 20 eggs. 

I have reached a conclusion that the inbred 
hens ova (egg) has built up a resistance to the 
sperm from her male relatives. This resistance to 
the Lacy sperm made the ova more receptive to 
the sperm of the White Hatch, which was also pre- 
sent and fertilized the ova. 
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If my conclusions are logical and I believe they 
deserve some merit. If true, the only way this hen 
could become clean, is for the hen to set on her 
own eggs so that her high body temperature would 
finally kill the White Hatch sperm. 

This is my opinion. What is your opinion?

“DOC” ROHNER CORNER 
TEPEES 


Well, fellow cockers, it’s that time of the year 
again, to build new tepees, fly pens, coops, etc. 
Here’s a little tip I have found helpful. I use a 40 
year treated fence post. Cost about 99¢ to $1.25. 
Get the six foot 2" to 2⁄2” diameter post. You'll get 
two roost poles. Cut your tin about 372 foot long. 
Use ring shank nails for they will not pull out. 
Nail your tin to each side of post leaving about 
four inches to stick pass the edge of the tin and 
about half of the post sticking up pass the edge of 
the tin. Get yourself the two liter type soda bottles 
with the black bottom. Pop the bottom off and take 
a roofing nail (square type) and place one in the 
center of the bottle. Nail about half way in the 
middle of the tepee on the pole, next cut the rest 
of the bottle in half and place in the bottom. Pre- 
sto, you have a water bowl which will last several 
years and at little or no cost. I nail an extra brace 
inside the tepee from side to side for the fowl to 
roost on during bad weather. 

If you live where there are bad winds, stake 
down. Also check all your tie out cords and 
change. There are several good ones on the market 
today. Stake your fowl so that they can get to their 
water bowl. 

Will let you go now. I hear a hawk in the field. 
I hope this has helped someone, for then my job 
has been done. 

Remember, win or lose, keep your head up and 
offer a firm handshake. God loves us all.

When Rusty got out of the chicken business I 
bought everything he had. This included 49 chicks, 
believe it ог not I raised 48 of the chicks. If I re- 
member right he had 9 hens and " cocks and few 
round pens. I didn't even have a chicken pen. 
There were two big hens, wheat color with green 
eyes, yellow legs and straight comb. They stood 
out because the other hens were smaller and had 
red eyes. Rusty told me you can't have these two 
hens but you can keep them until Larry White 
comes for them. Larry let Rusty borrow them for 
breeding over some Clarets. Daddy said they had 
Jap in them because of the green eyes. 

I crossed them with Clarets, Hulsey, Morgan 
and some of Woodie's Hatch Kelso. No problem. 

Rusty said that Larry got the two hens from 
Buddy Barnett. Now all this time I think they are 
Hatch Kelso. I fought a couple of them on the 
mountain and won both in the fly. Buddy (he was 
there) told me those hens were % Harve Hatch 
and ¥ Yellow leg Hatch. The two I fought were % 
Chastain Claret and % Buddies. One came pearl 
legged, the other one yellow legged but both had 
red eyes. They are smart. They break just high 
enough to knock their opponent down, on the sec- 
ond pitting he just steps aside and turns around, 
getsonthe other cock's back and cuts him to death. 
Everything is leaving this yard except the Claret— 
Claret crosses—Hulsey—Hulsey Crosses. They 
have stood the test and been proven over and over 
again. 

When we had the pit Larry fought with us. He 
won most of his fights. One derby when he came 
he ask me about the hens. We walked out here. I 
pointed one out on the yard and took him to the 
pen where the other one was setting. He said, I'll 
get them when I get ready to leave. I told him OK, 
I knew they were his and he was supposed to get 
them. We went back to the pit. Later in the day 
he came back to me and said Nudy, I'm going to 
leave those two hens. I see they are being well 
taken care of, I'll come back after that one hatches. 
Larry never came back but the hens are still here 
and many off-springs. They want plenty of space. 
I put them in the biggest pens. 

Daddy knew all about the hens. Out ofthe first 
Claret Hatch come this big cock, Daddy named 
him Buddy. Daddy told me he wanted this strain 
called Buddys. He went through details on what 
fine cocks they would be and they proved to be 
everything he said. Our story, as usual, dogs. 
Buddy I was left. He had been fought 3 times then 
we lucked up on a crooked pitter. We almost won 
in spite of his crooked doings. Today that pitter 
has been barred from all the pits in this area. 
Buddy I had a son just like him. Daddy named him 
Buddy II. He was everything that Buddy I was. I 
fed him, won over a 3 time winner. Ralph Pointer

fed him and it came a storm; water was running 
through the pit. We met an 8 time winner which 
we didn't know until the fight was over. Those 
Georgia boys loaded up. One of our cockers came 
to me and said: Miss Nudy, if you can't cover all 
their bets let us know. We will take it." Those 
Gerogia boys turned a lose one of the strongest 
old green legged Hatch we had ever seen. No con- 
test, Buddy II knew what had to be done and he 
wasted no time in doing it. When the boy came to 
pay me he said: Miss Nudy you whipped one of 
the best Hatch cocks in Georgia. He was an 8 time 
winner. 

Buddy II is in a brood pen now, healthy, show- 
ing no aging. No amount of money can buy him.

Buddy II, won over an 8 time winner, won 
Scott house over a 3 time winner and won the 
money fight in a main in 1983. 


Daddy thought Buddy Barnett was one of the 
best cockers around. Daddy told me many times 
that Jack Porter said that Buddy made the Blues 
famous at Sunset. Daddy liked Buddy because he 
took interest in Rusty and friends fighting in the 
back yards. If the Law came by Buddy would tell 
them its just a bunch of little old boys muffing 
some roosters. These kids knew nothing about 
Keeps. Buddy helped Larry White. Larry helped 
Rusty. I won’t ever forget Rusty took one of 
Daddy’s Clarets when he came back he was thril- 
led, talking like a mocking bird. Buddy told Rusty, 
that Claret can’t win. Rusty said, I have $5.00 ГИ 
bet you. The Claret won fast. Rusty just took him 
out of a. round pen. I think that was the greatest 
chicken thrill of his young life, winning his first 
$5.00 on a Daddy John Claret. Rusty and friends 
called them Daddy John Claret then they were 
called C. C. Claret, now they are known as Chastain 
Clarets. Daddy got a big laugh. Rusty said, Daddy 
John you can have half of what I won. Daddy told 
him to keep it. 

When we opened the pit Buddy came to work 
for Daddy. Some of the Cockers didn’t like Buddy 
‘because Daddy had him checking the gaffs, any- 
thing else that came up Buddy took care of it. I 
knew nothing about operating a pit, I learned in 
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a hurry. Buddy received little pay. Buddy came to 
me and told me to tell Mr. John he was going to 
work for Circle C. Daddy understood. Mr. Runt 
and Daddy had been friends for so many years. 
Buddy thought it was the right thing to do since 
Mr. Runt was his father-in-law and Jason’s Gran- 
dad. I guess everybody liked Mr. Runt. 

Time goes by. Buddy’s birthday was coming up, 
Daddy said to me I want you to give that rooster 
to Buddy for his birthday. I said Daddy, Buddy 
might not want him. He said, well take it to him. 
He was а % Claret, 1⁄2 Buddy, tell him if he doesn't 
want him to come by and pick the one he likes. 
Buddy said, I had rather have a pea comb, he 
came, went through the flock and picked a % 
Claret % Albany.

The little cock he turned down I fought him 
over Georgia and won. the man said: Lady that 
sure is a fine little rooster. I want you to know you 
won over one fine cock. 

He went on to tell me he had fought mains with 
Wortham, Kelso and so many ofthe big timers. He 
said I have never seen one fight any better than 
your cock. You should be very proud of him. I 
came back feeling fine and very proud. I always 
gave Daddy part of my winnings. Not only was he 
a fine little cock but he had many offsprings just 
as great. 

Ralph Pointer gave me a pure Lacy Roundhead 
I named Ralph. I crossed him with a % Chastain 
Claret and ¥ Buddy. I called him Ralphie. Ralphie 
was the gamest cock I have ever seen fight. I won 
over a cocker that won an 82 entry derby with a 
perfect score. I believe his old Hatch cock was 
one of the toughest. When he went up in the fly 
and hit the ground the green legged Hatch was 
blind in both eyes and Ralphies wings were 
wrecked. When Ralphie would break he would 
fall on his back; that Hatch would come over; Ral- 
phie would reach and get him and cut him every 
time. They laid 3-1 against me. I know I have writ- 
ten this before. One cocker asked is Miss Nudy 
dead yet and I heard one answer no she is getting 
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better. Ralphie has fully recovered and I hope his 
offsprings are half as good as he was. 

I have several more Buddys I'm trying to get 
fed out before the season is over. I feel confident 
about them. I fought 3 won 2 in the fly just got 
caught on the 3rd one. I like them because they 
are what I call scientific fighters. They are smart 
and have sense to stay out of the way of their op- 
ponent but know when to strike a deadly blow. 
They fight head on—sideways—every which way. 
They break just high enough to knock their oppo- 
nent down next pitting if they can they just pass 
on by turn around get on his opponents back and 
he just keeps cutting. I heel them with 212" 
medium points. Ask Sonny how he likes Buddy II. 

When we burned Buddy came to me and gave 
me some money to help build back a place where 
Daddy could fight his chickens. Since we won't be 
fighting any more I gave Buddy his money back. 
He didn't want to take it but I made him. 

When Rusty is home he will look after the 
chickens so I can go to the fights. We had the 
biggest laugh. I had roosters in Keep and I left 
him a note telling him what to do. Next day when 
he came he said what in the world is that big cock 
when I passed his pen he looked over the door 
and I jumped back. The bottom of the door was 
solid the upper wire. Rusty, that is the biggest 
cock I have ever seen. I told him he came out of 
the Buddys. One comes like that ever now and 
then. Right now I have 4 of them all weigh over 7 
pounds. They are so gentle I call them baby. I just 
put them on stakes and if a hen comes up with a 
big chick I know who he belongs to. I wanted to 
fight them, can't get them matched. I don't believe 


they can be whipped, one weighed over 11 pounds, 


I gave him to this kid for a pet. 

They were special to Daddy and I like them as 
long as I am able to breed I will breed the Buddy 
strain. 

Jason (Buddy's son) has taken much interest in 
the sport. I would like to see this strain preserved. 
It would be a loss to our sport to see them die out. 
Only had 2 losses out of this strain since I started 
fighting them Buddy I fight thrown and the one I 
lost this season. I let a cocker borrow him for a 3

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JUST RAMBLIN’ ON 
From Spur 


One thing I’ve noticed over the years is that 
gamefowl basically multiply faster than pens. At 
least around here they do. So a lot of my spare 
time—thats the time between work and sleep that 
my wife already hadn’t got plans for—is spent 
building pens, seems sometimes like a never end- 
ing task. Wife says “just get rid of a few” but the 
problem is which one of these barnburners can I 
afford to let go—so you build more pens to hold 
stags till they can go onto cords or elsewhere. 

The easiest type pen to build starts out as 2x4 
welded wire 5 feet high and 2—8 foot 2x4s. Cut 3 
foot off your 2x4s and make a box using the 5 foot 
sections as the side and 3 foot sections as the ends. 
To one side staple your 2x4 welded wire, make an 
arch and staple the wire to the other side approx- 
imately 90 inches or 45 spaces in the wire. Cut 
wire for the ends and you have a highly portable 
pen that won’t hardly blow over. You can add a 
covered top using material of choice. These pens 
are good for a lot of different uses—single mating, 
older cocks that might get a little overweight in 
the brood pens in these pens with the low roost 
will help keep them from getting bumblefooted. 
I've got a gate in some of mine, some I got a little 
lazy and you have to pick them up to catch their 
occupants. 

Ramblin' on I just got some Brown Red eggs 
from a gentleman who advertises in Grit and Steel. 
Somehow I've never managed to try any Brow- 
nreds but I'm looking forward to seeing how these 
will do. They'll definitely have their chance. 
Speaking of Brown Reds, my brother (who is fixing 
to be a 1 year veteran of the sport) has made ar- 
rangements with one of my favorite writers for a 
trio of his ole time Brownreds. This tickles me to 
no end as he has set outto acquire some fowl from 
reputable people and although its costing him a 
bundle, *Brood fowl don't cost—they pay" as my 
favorite writer does say. We've won a couple of 
small..derbys with him doing most all the work 
except heeling and handling—well on handling, 
he handled halfthe show on our last win. He hand- 
led one, I handled one and the last we both hand- 
led. This last was made possible by our opposing 
handler as he failed to handle when the referee 
asked for it leaving his cock free to put a gaff 
through my brother's hand. My brother says its 
one of those unique once in a lifetime experi- 
ences—he hopes.

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MY THOUGHTS 
From Ross Irland 
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In the state of New York and all states that 
have problems similar to what we are having, one 
of the most difficult things we have is to explain:

Even the words we use to de- 
scribe their recreational activity or hobby is most 
distressing to translate and even at times is revolt- 
ing to some persons. 

We have been called barbaric, cruel, inhuman, 
savages, mentally deranged and many more. We 
have allowed this name calling to continue with- 
out once defending ourselves to the public. We 
have been running, hiding and saying guilty so 
long. I think we believe it ourselves. The pitiful 
thing about this is compared with what is going 
on in this country; we have done absolutely no- 
thing. What we have not done is say we are not 
guilty of wrong doing. 

We are being controlled and brutalized by a 
minority group that has access to the press and 
T.V., making incorrect statements and voice their 
demands every day, while we can reach only the 
ones that are already congenial to our cause such 
as our very informative and wonderful magazine 
and poultry papers. We must take any avenue to 
plead our case and defend our rights as innocent 
and productive citizens of this state and nation.

Knowing his weight to the split ounce, 
every move he makes you know is good, but if he 
has not reached his best form, set him aside for 
another time. 

Try to explain all this to a novice or one that 
is not interested and the first response you no 
doubt will hear, “How can you possibly do all this 
for him and then send him out to destroy himself?” 
The first thought that comes to me, if I did a good 
job for him and he has that great desire to defeat 
his opponent, his chances of success are very 
much in his favor, but probably my reply to this 
individual would be, “It is a hell of a lot better 
than being burnt to a crisp at a church chicken 
barbeque.” 
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Speaking of a barbeque, this may be all a fan- 
tasy, but remember our legislators are always ap- 
pearing at church barbeques trying to get expo- 
sure. This is a very good place to discuss this mat- 
ter with him, at about the same time he is taking 
a big bite of chicken. You might very well get an 
interesting answer and a good possibility a posi- 
tive one. He is nobody’s fool, especially with a 
mouth full of chicken; there is no room for his foot 
too. 

It is very challenging trying to convey our mes- 
sage to the American people and our law makers, 
that the true gamecock is a very rare and unique 
creature. Over the span of history he has always 
commanded courage and always demanded re- 

- spect every time you layed hands on him. He tol- 
‘erated only gentleness, nothing else. 

There is a very good possibility the cock that 
crowed at the time Christ was crucified was in a 
sense of that time a gamecock. During the 
triumphs and world conquest of Alexander the 
Great, his army came upon two cocks in mortal 
combat along side the road, while they were 
marching. He invited his soldiers to witness and 
to be inspired by their great courage before going 
into battle. 

This is just some of the inspiration that man 
has received from these amazing and beautiful 
birds. There is also a number of sayings and words: 
in the English language that describe man’s feel- 
ings and joys that have derived from deeds and 
the disposition of the true gamecock. This is some- 
thing that causes great embarrassment to our tor- 
mentors, which has given them pain to try to ex- 
plain.

The American Pit Bull Terrier and The Amer- 
ican gamecock should never be grouped together. 
This exciting and very lovable dog was completely 
man made as is all AKC and UKC registered dogs. 
(This is another story). The true gamecock is a 
natural creation of nature. All man did was pre- 
serve and improve on its natural talents. This 
courageous bird was already here for man to 
enjoy. 

As I said before, this is a terrible injustice and 
a tragic thing to do to these fowl. These fowl have 
been with man during the writing of scriptures 
into the Bible and has continued to be with man 
in his original form, as a determined fowl of com- 
bat which has been his only function as the pages 
of history unfold.

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For several years the readers of the game fowl 
journals, Grit and Steel and The Gamecock have 
been subjected to articles concerning gamecocks 
and cock fighting by several so called experts. 
Most of these writers are not nearly as knowledge- 
able as they would have us believe, and several 
of them fill their articles with subjects that have 
nothing whatever to do with a gamecock. For 
example, some of the articles supposedly about 
game fowl will get off on such things as fishing, 
religion, politics and crime. I do not subscribe to 
the game fowl magazines to learn how to fish or 
for religious or political purposes. As an attorney 
with 35 years experience I think I know a little 
more about crime and the justice system than 
some layman who may not have a high school edu- 
cation. The game fowl magazines would do well 
to delete this type of writing. 

A lot of the information on game fowl by these 
so called experts is erronneous. Some of the things 
we have been told amount to nothing more than 
witchcraft. For example, trim your stags when the 
sign is in the feet. This is pure bull. I have been 
trimming stags and cocks since I was twelve years 
old without regard to any sign and haven’t lost: 
one yet. Iam now 66. The amount of blood a stag 
or cock loses when trimmed does not depend on 
the moon or stars but on the condition or health 
of the cock or stag; the size and type of comb апа 
whether or not the bird has been kept quiet before 
trimming or has undergone strenuous exertion. 

In the last few years these experts (?) have told 
us of the devasting effect of the famous “gizzard 
blow.” This gizzard blow effect is 100% bullshit. 
The gizzard is a muscle and there is no patholog- 
ical or scientific basis for such an effect from a 
blow to the gizzard. The most obvious answer to 
the effect attributed to the “gizzard blow” is that 
a nerve has been hit—not the gizzard. 

In the future I wish these experts would be a 
little better informed. 
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HISTORY 
OF MY SHUFFLER BLOODLINES

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The roaring 20’s had ended. The Cleveland 


-area had its brick streets, and the horse and wagon 


were still in use. The Cleveland area still had its 
wide open spaces and the Taverns were selling 
beer for 5¢ with a free lunch and many had a back 
room with a cock pit. Pitters wore derby hats and 
had a training guide sold through The Police 
Gazette on training the Gamecock. 

Dudley Pierce of Appleton, Wisconsin, was 
making his mark with his Wisconsin Brown Red 
Shufflers. 

Otto Keils of Cleveland, Ohio and C. V. Myers 
of Union City, PA had met at pitside and both men 
had ordered the Shuffler fowl from Dudley Pierce. 
After trips to Mr. Pierce’s, both men became 
friends with Mr. Pierce and soon obtaining his 
best fowl. 

Otto Keils, C. V. Myers, with the help of Dudley 
Pierce, fought 20 Mains in the 30’s using the Shuf- 
fler fowl. This included the famous main against 
Pete Horrocks with his famous and deadly “White 
Specks” winning 19 out of 20 mains and losing one, 
a return main, against Pete Horrocks to be their 
only loss out of 20 mains that year. 

C. V. Myers and Otto Keils, being good friends, 
Otto moved to Myers’ place in PA and did the Shuf- 
fler training there. C. V. had a great training camp 
near Lake Pleasant. 

Otto died at Verns’ place several years ago, 
and C. V. died just recently. 

At Otto’s death I acquired all of Otto’s 
Shufflers, bred for hard hitting and high breaking, 
including the yard Otto called the Sledgehammer 
family. 

As Pierce fought in the Chicago area, a famous 
breeder of Shufflers named Floyd Dennis and his 
partner Karl Hill secure the best Shuffler blood 
from cocks fought by Mr. Pierce in the Chicago 
area pits. These cocks Mr. Pierce said, were from 
his Brick Yard family. 

This year, 1984, Mr. Karl Hill of Chicago drove 
to my place in Medina, Ohio and brought the Brick 
Yard Shufflers to Ohio. Mr. Karl Hill has all of 
Floyd Dennis's Shufflers called the Brick Yard 
Shufflers. 

The next Shuffler blood I obtained from the 
Jack Nickerson of Virginia; Shuffler yards adver- 
tised for years. ; 

The best of the С. У. Myers Shuffler blood I 
obtained from Ted Campbell of Piketon, Ohio; he 
got the blood from C. V. inthe 50’s breed for cutting 
and fast fighting in long heels. Ted was winning 
70% with these C. V. Shufflers. 

All these great Shuffler breeders sold these 
Brown Reds for years and many said this was the 
best Shuffler blood lines. 

I have combined all these great lines of Yes- 
teryears. I feel I can breed the same great 
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Shufflers again as the blood comes from the top 
Shuffler Breeders of the past and present. Most 
of these breeders are now dead but their Shufflers 
shall live on. 

When Harry Maffey stopped at Mr. Pierce’s to 
buy cocks in the 30’s he said “These are the great- 
est cutting cocks I have ever seen”. Harry had a 
hunting lodge in Wisconsin near Appleton, Wis- 
consin. 

If you love dark fowl, try a trio of these, a lot 
of time, money and effort has gone into this com- 
bining breeding program.
